It will surprise many people to hear that 
if it comes to a test of numerical strength 
between the triple alliance and a Franco- 
Russian league, the latter combiaation is 
sure to have the better of the struggle for 
supremacy, notwithstanding the utmost 
efforts which the Kaiser can put forth to 
swell the German army. Russia has about 
110,000,000 subjects from which to draw 
recruits and France fully 40,000,000, inclad- 
ing o part of her North African possessions. 
Against the 150,000,000 at the command of 
the Franco-Russian alliance, the three great 
powers of Central Europe cannot muster 
over 50,000,000 in Germany, 42,000,000 in 
Austro-Hungary, and 30,000,000 in Italy, 
or 122,000,000 all told. The difference in 
favor of the dual alliance is fully 28,000,000, 
and if all the five nations carried to the Ger- 
man and French extreme the principle of 
universal army service the margin in fighting 
men would be heavily against the ‘ Dres-

Oases of Poisoning. 


Hardly any emergency is more conimon 
than accidental poisoning, and scarcely any 
event. or incidental combination of cir- 
cumstances calle for more immediate action 
and *pecial treatment. Poisons are enb- 
stances (material factors) which when intro. 
duced into a living wm, are capable, 
per ar, of exerting a deieterions, morbid, or 
deadly action upon that organism. By this 
definition it will be seen that when speaking 
of poisons we mean not only drags which 
produce toxic effects when taken into the 
stomach, bat also those poisonous agents 
which act by absorption even when applied 
to thin delicate membranes upen the exter- 
nal surface of the body—as septic materi- 
ale, syphilitic and diphtheritic poisons,ete ; 
~ also thome agents which, when introduced 
through the respiratery tract, occasion 
toxic resulta, and those which must be intro- 
duced directly into the circulation through a 
woand in the flesh or other abrasion—-as the | 
poison of insects, the venom of scorpions 
and serpents, the Indian arrow poison, and 
that of rapid animals. Space will not 

rmit of more than a brief outline of the 

{ course to pursue in the moat common 
cases of poisoning. The treatment of pois- 
onous wounds, asphyxiation, ete., has al- 
ready been considered in previous chapters 
of this series. 

Tn a given. case of poisoning, two impor- 
tant questions to consider are: ‘* What 
was toxic principle t”—i.c., What kind 
of poison isto be dealt with?—and ‘‘ How 
much of the poisonous principle has 
entered the system?” These questions can- 
not always answered, either by the 
patient or the companions of the patient. 
Sometimes the nature ofthe poison is un- 
known to the parties concerned ; some- 
times the patient who alone knows the 
desired facts, is unconscious and unable to 
_ information ; again, the strength of a 

rug administered or the amount of the 
poisonous agents consumed are often inde- 
terminable ;—and for these and similar rea- 
sons it is important to formulate certain 
general directions universally applicable to 
cases of pea : 

First of all induce vomiting or wash ont 
the stomach—providing,of course, the poison 
has been swallowed and has entered the 
stomach, As the stomach-pump and lavage- 
tube are only to be employed by profes- 
sional hands, directions for their use are 
here unnecessary, Kmetics—agents which 
induce vomiting—are both numerous and 
useful, and play an‘important role in the 
treatment of powoning. The following are 
available emetics : Common salt (a table- 
spoonful to half a pint of tepid water), not 
a very certain emetic, but bas the advantage 
of keing always at hand ; ground mustard 
iabisepesntal to a tumblerful of tepid 
water) is very good and usually readily pro- 
cured ; powdered ipecac (thirty — or 
more in water) isa good emetic ; sulphate of 
zine (twenty grains in water) isa reliable 
emetic, prompt and quite safe; tartar 
emetic (twoor three grains in water) is 
available, but it is slow in action, and usual- 
ly causes considerable nausea and depres- 
sion. In cases of poisoning it is not so much 
@ questionas to which isthe best emetic, as 
to which can be obtained most speedily. 
Many people vomit very easily-~almostatwill 


~—and with them a draught of tepid water— | 


the addition of a few drops of castor ofl will 
enhance its value as an emetic—with the 
introduction of « finger into the throat, will 
rapidly produce the desired result. For 
domestic use either mustard, or ipecac, or 
both will ordinarily be found the best 
available emetics for use in cases of poison- 
ing. Cathartics, or purgatives, are to be 
administered in lieu of emetics when the 
poison is supposed to be inthe intestinal 
tract. 

Second.—When the stomach has been 
duly emptied of ita poisonous contents and 
the poison is known, the next step in the 
treatment is to administer the proper chem- 
ical antagonist and physiological antidote. 
The proper antidotes for various poisonous 
agenta will be subsequently confidered. 

umerous attempts have been made to 
formulate astandard multiple antidote, that 
is, to obtain a mixture that will noutralize 
the toxic action of most, or even all, active 
poisons, These mixtures are of special 
value when the nature of the acting poison 
ist unknown. The following is probably the 
bast formula for such a preparation yet -of- 
fered: Saturated solution of sulphate of 
iron, 100 paris; water, 800 parts; calcined 
magnesia, 80 parta; purified animal charcoal, 
40 parts; The iron solution must be kept 
séparately, and the magnesia and animal 
charcoal should be mixed in another bottle 
with the water, When reqaired for use, 
both solutions are poured into one bottle 
and the whole shaken well together. It | 
is then administered ad libitum, ao 
wineglassful at a time. This is a 
most excellent antidote for preparations 
of arsenic, zinc and digitalis, . render- 
dering them absolutely inert ; it delays and 
partly neutralizes the action of morphia and 
strychnia, and to a lesser extent ae _—

Alcohol.—-Hot strong coffee by mouth or 
rectum, inhalation of ammonia; alternate 
hot and — doucke to head ; rouse patient 
if insensible and make him move about, 


Arsenic-—(emerald green, Scheele's green, 
Paris green, rat poison, fly poison, Fow- 
ler’a solution). —The «multi * antidote” 
already described is a splendid antidote 
for all forms of arsente poisoning, and 
if at hand should be employed ; other. 
wise, give freshly prepared sesquioxide 
of iron, made by precipitating tincture 
of iron, with. carbonate of soda and filter- 
ing through a handkerchief ; it should be 
given in hot water and in large quantities; 
or dialyzed iroh may be given in half-ounce 
doses repeatedly. If none of these are at 
hand, give magnesia in unlimited quanti- 
ties ; also, castor oil or olive oil frequently 
in large doses albumen; (raw eggs,) ; stimu- 
lants and warmth to extremities if there ix 
prostration. These poison’ are gastro-intes- 
tinal irritants, and the resulting condition 
in intestinal tract requires treatment. 


Belladonna (deadly nightshade, atropia, 
daturia, duboisia, hyoseyamus,stramoniam), 
—Pilocarpine is the chief antidote. Give 
one-half grain hypodermically ; also, stimu- 
lante, such as brandy, sal volatile, ete. ; an 
enema of a pint of hot strong coffee is ex- 
cellent, Mustard to calyos of legs, hot 
water bottles to feet, alternate hot and cold 
douche to head, electricity. 


Chloral.—Twenty drops of tincture of 
nux vomica by mouth or rectum ; maintain 
temperature by hot blankets, hot-water 
bottles, hot bricks, frictions, ete. ; stimu- 
lants, coffee (by mouth or rectum); artificial 
respiration on slightest sign of failure of 
breathiny. 

Copper (blue vitriol, blue-stone, ver- 
digris).-Administer milk and oe free- 
ly; twenty drops of laudanum by the 
mouth (for an adult); barley-water, ar- 
rowroot, or gruel; no vinegar. (A prepared 
mixture of sulphide of iron magnesia, and 
sulphate of sodium is said to act asa perfect 
antidote for the salts of copper, corrosive 
sublimate, and cyanide of mercury.) 

Todine.—Starch and water or raw white 
of eggs, given freely ; morphine or laudanum 
is necessary to relieve pain, | 

Lead (sugar of lead, etc.)—Thirty drops of 
dilate sulphuric acid or aromatic sulphuric 
acid in Water; or half an ounce of sulphate 
of magnesia (Epsom salts) dissolved in wa- 
ter ; milk, raw white of egg, barley-water, 
Sybseqtently, small doses of iodide of pot- 
assium should be taken daily to eliminate 
the drug from the system. ; 

Opium (morphia, soothing syrup, syrup 
of poppies, Munn’s elixir, etc.) —[Sometimes 
necessary to wash out stomach, where the 
drug has been swallowed, since in morphine 
poisoning vomiting is induced with diffi- 
culty.} Rouse patient and keep him walk: 
ing about ; inject a pint of strong coffee into 
the bowel ; pour cold water over the head 
from a height; give fifteen minima of tine- 
ture of belladonna by the mouth, or one- | 
sixtieth of a grain of atropia hypodermical- 
ly. Give one-wixtieth of « grain-of-strychnia 
to sustain respiration, the dose to be repeated 
once at the end of shalf an hour ; in case of 
failure of breathing, artificial respiration 
should be kept up for at least two hours. 

Phosphorus (lucifer-matches, rat pastes). 
Sulphate of copper is antidotal, hence 
eal be used as an emetic in phosphorus 
poisoning ; give three-grain doses dissolved 
in water every five minutes until vomiting 
js induced ; if, however, vomiting does not 
oceur after three doses, give a tabl n- 
ful of ground mustard in a tumbler of water.

The Birds’ Moving Time. 


The fall is the time of year when hun- 


night aad by day, in large battalions from 
the frest-hound North down to the sunny 
Seuth. These migrations form one of the 
most interesting studies of ornithologists, 
who tell as that the little voyagers make 
their long journey with the precision and 
divcipline of afi army on the march. They 
have their advance and rear guards, while 
the main bedy is kept compact. Of course 
there are stragglers who arc unable to keep 
up with their companions, but these fall out 
ot the ranks, and unless they perish make 
their way aa best they can to their destina- 
tion, 

Now that cold weather has set in at the 
north, millions of birds of almost every 
— are on the wing tor the south, 

hey are traveling along the same high 
roads over which they have passed from- 
time immemorial. Some of them go in 
vast congregations down the valley of the 
Mississippi, end will not on any account 
depart from that ronte until they reach 
their winter abiding-place. Others skirt 
slong the fringe of the Rocky Mountains, 
ae and thousands in a flock, halt- 
ng at any stopping-place, so long as the 
wea is mild, te when it is cold again, 
tising high into the air with a tumult of | 
noises and continuing their southward 


march, . 


One of the most interesting things in con- 
nection with the night-flying birds is the | 
apparently perfect system of signaling that 
they maintain when sometimes they are 
halfa mile high in the air. They seem to 
have arranged a code of signals by whist- 
ling. The note is, of course, peculiar to 
the bird, and is used among other notes 
when singing, but for the p of signal. 
ling this note only is used. The bobolink,* 
for instance, which has a wide range of song, 
when on the passage has but one cry, and 
he advises the main body of any threatened 
sa 2g by whistling ‘‘spink, spink.” 

The virds that lead the main body are 
veterans who have made the march north 
and south for half a doven years, The 
signal of s wild goose is a loud “honk.” 
The ki t, who chatters in his sum- 
mer creek and scolds so that you might al- 
urost imagine that he was a buman being, 
simply gives a ecream or a simgle resonant 
note, which keeps historces together. The 
thrash and the robin each give a single 
shrill whistle which can be heard across a 
storm at night for a distance of nearly a 
mile, These birds are all great travellers. 
Some of them travel every spring and fall 
from the shores of Hudson Bay, from Lab- 
rador and even Greenland, to the tropic of 
Capricorn, a distance of 6,000 miles. 


The massing of these torces in the early 
fall is very curious and highly interesting 
Nota single bird starts southward until 
the cutting northern winds begin to pipe, 
Then all the families or broods tor miles 
around begin t» collect, yntil hundreds, and 
sometimes thousands, get together and form 
into a body on the edge of a wood. Here 
the . younger birds wheel and scream and 
frolic, chasing each other through the air ; 
but the elders appear sedate, and seem to 
be wai to t together every bird 
that should join the march. 

It has long beena matterof conjecture 
as to how these birds can make their way 
at night, butit has been held latterly b 
the best ornithologists that they are guid. 
ed by the stars. his is proved from the 
fact that on clear nights they fly often toa 
height of three miles , and at that distance 
it would be utterly impossible for them to 
be guided by the topography of the route. |

From a curious report on Chinese wills | 


prepared by Mr. Watters, Consul General 
at Canton, it appears that though the 
Chinese statute book contains no reference 
to wijls the courts recognize them and do 
not even required them to be in writing. 
If, however, they are mere oral declamations 
they must be made in the presence of wit- 
neases, whereas written wills need not have 
witnesses at all. Asa matter of fact, the 
testator geherally writes out his will private- 
ly and then entrusts it to his wife or hides 
itaway in some safe place. In theory a 
man in China may dispose of his property as 
he pleases, but this is based on the assum 
tion that he will not do anything contrary | 
to the dictates of reason and natura! al. 
fection. Thasa man may will away his prop. 
erty from his sons, but the court may set 
the will aside unless sufficient reason is 
shown. The most common reason given is 
unfilial conduct. Chinese wills do not, it 
appears, know anything of execntors or ad- 
ministrators. The legal representative, with 
the assistance of senior relatives and the 
elders of the district, carries out the pro- 
visions ofthe will, In the interpretation of 
a will and in the carrying out of ita arrange- | 
ments when there is any doubt or difficulty, 
it ia the uniform custom to consnlt with the | 
elders of the place.

Mr. Washburne short-circuited the batteries 
for several hours, the ammeter showing a 
very constant current, and the batteries 
were not injured in the least; but after 
recharging appeared as good as ever. 

A company has been formed at Salem, 
Mass., under the name of the Magnet 
Electric Company, and incorporated under 
the lawa of Virginia, to equtp railroads with 
the Brown system of electric traction, This 
method consists of a centre rail laid in short 
sections, and containing a conducting wire.

, Ptilization of Waste Products. 

One of the most suggestive articles of the 
hp is that by the Right Honorable Lyon 
*layfair in the latest. number of the North 
American Review. It is on the utilization 
of waste products as a most beneficiai result 
of acientific study in modern times. Nature 
knows no waste. The effete matter of one 
organization becomes food for another, and 
even the dust blown by winds from place to 
place has its uses in helping to prodace 
clouds and rain. The history of manufac- 
tures is one of discovering uses for waste. 
‘Lhe refuse of the product of to-day may be- 
come the chief source of profit to-morrow ; 
and the application of this principle has pro- 
ceeded so tor, though but newly“applied, 
that there is scarcely a single article of use 
or ornament which is not used over again 
for another service after it has served its 
first purpose. Lord Palmerston is credited 
with the happy remark that “dirt is mere- 
ly matter in a wrong place.” It is no longer 

irt when we find a use for it. Phosphorus | 
was discovered in the eighth century, then 
forgotten, and re-discovered in 1669 by 
Brandt. In each case it was obtained from 
liquid human refuse efter that had been 
changed by keeping. Now Pe eee is 
extracted extensively from old bones, and 
since its first use in making matches, in 
1833, its employment has become so exten- 
sive that the average human being now saves 
some eighty hours per year out of the time 
that was formerly required to obtain light 
from the old fashioned tinder box. The 
liquid effete human matter is yet allowed to 
run to waste, though chemists have demon- 
strated that if ope pred applied in agricul- 
ture every pound of it will produce a pound 
of wheat. It must be thus utilized in the 
future. For many centuries ammonia 
was made out cf human refuse, and 
even now 2,200 tons are daily taken 
from the cesspools of Paris for con- 
version into it. Fossil dung (coprolites) 
has been used largely for manure, though 
now being superseded by the discovery of 
mineral phosphates in the rocks, and am- 
monia is made on a more extensive ecale 
from the refuse of gas works. Cotton and 
linen r form valuable material for the 
papermeker, and woolen rags pass through 
several stages before reaching the final one, 
Greasy cast-off clothes reappear in pilot 
cloths, beavers, mohairs, ete., ‘which mod. 
ern dandies wear when they consult econ- 
omy as wellas outward appearance.” When 
too much degraded for use by the shoddy- 
maker the woolen _— are mixed with other 
degraded waste, such as shavings of hoofs 
and horns and blood from the slaughter- 
houses, and are melted in an iron pot with 
wood ashes and scrap iron, this. process giv- 
ing the material from which Prussian blue | 
is made, Some perfumes are really oils and | 
ethers extracted fro» the flowers, but others 
are made artificially, and most frequently | 
out of bad-smelling compounds. The fusel | 
oil, separated in the cistillation of spirits, 
has 4 peculiarly sickening odor. Alter | 
treatment with acids and oxidizing agents it | 
is used to make the cil of apples and the vi! | 
of pears. Oil of grapes and oil of cognac are | 
little more than fusel oil largely diluted. 
Oil of pineapples, largely used for making 
pineapple ale, is Lest made by the action of 

utrid cheese on sugar or by distilling rancid 

utter with alcohol and oil of vitriol. 
“‘Many a fair forehead used to be damped 
with eau de millefleura without knowing 
that its essential ingredient was got from 
the drainings of cow-houses, though now it 
canbe obtained cheaper from one of the 
constituents of tar.”

Man aims at the acquisition of this knowl- 
edge, and as we attain it we are always re- 
warded by important benefits to the human 
race. And this knowledge teaches us that 
there is nothing commen nor unclean to the 
laws of science. What may appear to us as 
dirt, and therefore not only useless but a 
positive nuisance, is simply matter in a 
wrong place, 


Te Keep the “Flower” at Home 


As a part of theGerman government's plan 
for increasing the strength of the army, 
stringent measures are to be taken to pre- 
vent the emigration of young men of the 
age for military service. Lads bound out as 
apprentices are also to be kept at home as 
far as possible, and persons under contracts 
of whatever nature will be denied the priv- 
ilege of leaving the empire, ts of 
foreign companies or individuals will not be 

rmitted to pay the fare of Germans wish- 
ing to emigrate, and other restrictions will 
be put upon the departure of young men 
from Germany. All of these barriers are to 
be considered as non-existent, however, 
when the person desiring to leave the coun- 
try is a cripple, the victim of an incurable 
disease, s criminal, or one who, for any rea- 
son, would render the German Empire bet- 
ter off by reason of his departure. 
this feature of the proposed law for the re+ 
striction of emigration from Germany which 
is of grim significance to the people of the 
United States and Canada alike. This con- 
tinent will doubtless continue to receive the 
great bulk of German emigration,and hither 
the refuse of the would-be emigrants will he 
sure tocome when the police begin to sift 
outand detain those who are wanted for 
army service. The question is whether we 
can afford to have unloaded upon our shores 
the men whom Germany is anxious tobe rid of, 
while we are denied the privilege of receiving 
the flower of the German youth whoare not 
free to follow their own inclination, In 
every sense the policy of European govern- 
ments regarding emigration is unfair and 
unfriendly to America. The great nations 
of the old world have used this continent as 
a place to send criminals, paupers, the ct, 
pled, and the hopelessly diseased, while 
they have, in many cases, tried to prevent 
and discourage the omigration of their best 
young men and women. How long shall 
this sort of treatment be submitted to with- 
out measures of strict supervision being en- 
forced, The latest idea of the English phil- 
anthropists is to ship the unemployed of 
London to Canada in shiploadsa, A more 
undesirable class of emigrants as a whole 
cannot possibly be imagined. If they were 

‘ood mechanics they ‘would find work at 
os and as they are for the most part 
shiftless and have no knowledge of eul- 
ture or mining, it would be pense bates, 
they would gain sufficient experience to 
warrant paying them enough to maintain 
their families. ; 


Qucer Way te Colicet a BILL.

Haverhill. Inquiry soon developed the fact 
that these bodies had been delivered to In- 
galls for burial. He placed them in the eof- 
tins and put the coffins in his cellar until his 
bill should be paid. According to his state- 
ment the bill was not paid, and so when he 
moved from the premises about a year ago, 
he put the coffins and their contents in the 
hayloft where they were found. According 
to the despatch from which we take these 
details, a period of about three years had 
elapsed since the bodies came into his hands, 
and the relatives of one of the childten in- 
sist that the bill was long since paid. We 
are not ecncerned with the merita of the 
controversy between the undertaker and 
his customers as to the payment of his 
charges. What is interesting is the state 
of society in which any one can be found 
who thinks it right and proper and lawful 
to keep the dead bodies of human beings 
unburied for years as a means of-exacting 
payment for the coffins in which the corpses 
have been placed. We have heard a great

The second largest diamond in the world 
is now undergoing the cutting process at 
Antwerp. Its weight is at present 474 
curate, but it will lose no less than 274 
carats before it is ready forthe market. 
Even then, however, it will be the second 
largest diamond in the world, standing be- 
tween the 80 carats of the Persian diamond 
** Great Mogul” and the 197 7-10 carats of 
the Russian ‘ Orloff” brilliant, Roughly 
‘speaking, the Antwerp stone will be about 
ithe size of a pigeon’s egg. In its present 
igtate it measures 2.741 inches by 1.767 

inches. Its polished surface will measure 
.786 inch each way. Some idea of the enor- 
| mous expense of the transmutation of these 
| costly trifles frown the nataral to commercial 
state may be gathered from the fact, that, 
| the great English crown diamond, the Koh- 
‘i-noor, which has only the comparatively 
| modest weight of 102) carats, cost no 
| than £8,000 to cut and polish. The polish- 
ing of a very large diamond is a slow pro- 
cess, and it will be a long time before the 
actual value of the Antwerp stone can be de-

Baked Keans and Other Things. 


Do the readers of this paper all know how | 
to bake beans? Now, don't laugh and say, 
“Well, who don't?” for I consider it no | 
small matter to tarn oat a pot of beans just | 
done to perfection, and really, they | 
take more altenjion than almost anything | 
ete. iat as there is said to be no exeel'ence 
witheat great labor, we console ourselves | 
when baking them, for the trouble they are | 
iM nothing to be compared to their excel. 
lence when done. 

J pick over four pints of beans, wash them, 
and put them on to cook in an iroa eo 
soon after breakfast as lcan. Then, when | 
they have boiled until sufficiently tender 
(which may be told by taking some upon a 
spoon and blowing them ; if just right, the 
skin will break and curl ap), add the other 
things—aalt, meat and molasses. Take a | 
piece of side meat (tat and lean), about two | 
pounds, wash clean and acore the top, settle | 
it well into the beans and add salt, for the | 
meat will not sait them enough. Then add 
hall ateacupful of molasses, stir thoroughly, | 
and put it in the over, still in the iron pot ; 
cover the beans with water and keep the 
pot covered with an iron griddle, to keep | 
the top froin baking too fast. Notice them | 
every little while or they will get dry or too 
brown, When supper-time comes, if prop- 
erly seasoned aud baked, you will have a 
dish whose * savoriness ” will smell * far at 
& distance,” and whose only fault is that 
they are just too good for anything. If 
sommidered too hearty for supper, they can 
be set away for the morrow’s dinner. I do 
not think a hearty supper of beans is the 
best thing in the world for chi dren. 

A dish that we are very fond of 6eeasion- 
ally for breahiast is“ fritters.” Take two 
eggs, beat up well, two cupfuls of butter. 
miik or sour milk, a little salt, a scant tea- 
spoonful of soda, and flour to make a batter 
stitf enough to drop offaspoon. Have a 
ekillet of hot lard, and drop in small 
spoonfuls and fry «light browa. They are | 
so light they are just perfect puffballs Pile | 
themin a deep dish and let them stand a 
tew minutes before serving, when the little, 
thin crast will get scft and tender. They 
are splendid with butter and syrup or honey 
or jelly, or simply eaten with butter, lor 
a change, I sometimes stir in oysters enough 
to have one or two in each fritter, and we 
like them very much. 

J am going to give you a mothet's recipe 
for flour pancakes. I never knew any one 
to make as nice pancakes as shé did, or to 
make them the same way. Take the yolks 
of two eggs and beat them up lightly ; then 
add a pint of sweet milk and a little salt, 
with flour enough to make a smooth batter. 
Then beat the whites of the eggs to a stiff 
froth, and stir them as lightly as possible 
into the batter just before beginning baking 
them. As fast as they are cooked put them 
ona plate, covering them with a deep tin 
pan, so they can steam a few minutes. And 
such pancakes, so light and tender, and 
made without the aid of soda or baking- 
powder either.

From the parlors of the Four Hundred with 
their inane talk and petty gossip to the 
barracks of the Salvation Army with their 
intense earnestness and practical views of 
life is a long step, and the woman who took 
it must be credited with unusual courage. 
That she is as sincere as she is courageous is 
proved by her shrinking from notoriety and 
the unostentatious way in which she has 
begun her new life. The eventis only one 
evidence, however, of the growing desire 
among young women to find their work in 
life and do it. The progress made in this 
way during the past forty years is but little 
waderweed, as the change ha$ gone on quiet- 
ly and persistently. While the crusade for 
woman suffrage has absorbed the efforta of 
the noisy and pretentious the real work of 
woman's advancement hag been proceeding 
in another direction. She has proved her 
ability to enter every one of the learned 
professions and to conduct the practical 
affairs of life—from managing sa 2 usiness 
to rubning a farm. She has broken down 
the prejudice — giving woman the 
advantage of the highest education and has 
compelled the leading colleges and universi- 
ties to open their doors to her. 
This wideniag of woman's sphere has been 

a large factor in the better health and spirits 
of the women of to-day, as compared with 
their mothers and grandmothers, The nar- 
row life and monotonous round of duties 
that housework and the few occupations 
open to the sex a generation ago were large- 
ly responsible for the mannerisms, insanity, 
and the drift towards dissipation that was 
evident among women. There are no fiaec 
illustrations of healthful, well-poised women 
to be seen in any courtry than can be found 
in Canada and the neighboring republic to- 
day. They are vastly better disciplined 
mentally and developed physically than 
their mothers, This introduction of women 
to a wider horizon is, according to the testi- 
mony of physicians, a leading cause of the 
decrease of inebriety among women. One 
such authority says: “‘The emancipation of 
women from the slavery of caste, and ignor- 
ance, and the steady upward movement in 
mental and physica development, will pre- 
vent any increase ofalcoholism or inebriety.” 
It has not been a boon alone to women 
who have to support themselves that they 
can now compete with men in nearly every 
walk of life. It has benefited the danghters 
of rich parents almost as much. It has en- 
abled them to mark out lines for themselves 
and free themselves from the pitifully nar- 
row conventionalities that fashion prescrib- 
ed as their metes and bounds. Some of the 
best philanthropic work is being done to-day 
by women of independent means. Many- of 
the wisest suggestions for the improvement 
of the condition of the working c have 
emanated from discussions held in women’s 
clubs. Woman has obtained scffrage rights 
in only a moderate degree, as yet, taking 
the country over, but it is hardly a matter 
of doubt that she is exerting as potent an 
influence as if she possessed the ballot. 
Woman is finding her work in life and do- 
ing itin her own way, and such an unusual 
event as the accession ofa society belle 
to the ranks of the Salvation Army onl 
serves to call public attention to women's 
progress a little more sharply than usual,

A correspondent of the London (Eng.) 
Standard saye:—A few miles from Dun- 
kirk there exists « village, inhabited by 
fishermen anil seafaring men, where, since 
the year 1670, a syndicate has been in 
existence, and where as « birthright, 
an equal share of land is conferred 
on each member of the community. This 
favored spot is named Fort Mardyek, and 
marks ‘the place once oscnpied —a* fort 
which protected the port of Mardyck in the 
days, long gone by, when ‘ships of war and 
—— entered the harbor, of which the 
only remai vestige i# a quaint old lock. 

When Diinkirk was uber the Freach by 
Charles L1., Lonis XLV. resolved on forming 
in the neighborhood of Dunkirk, a commun. 
ity of French speaking sailors, with a view 
ot implanting the language, as also of reserv- 
ing, for State service, a nucleus of trust 
worthy seamen. He accordingly appealed 
to his sabjecta, and in 1670 four families, 
nerely, the Sernarda, Everarts, Zoonekent, 
and Goden, natives of Cuoq, in Picardy, 
offered their services tothe king, who grant- 
ed them, for their own use and that of their 
descendants, some 300 acres of land, situat. 
ed at Fort Mardyck. These men entered 
into possession of the land on the under- 
standing that they were bound to submit to 
maritime conscription and to exercise the 

fession of a sailér, 

At different stages of its progress the 
sr na a ae ck J contend 
with attempts levelled against ite privi 
None of its opponents was sabueiatal, — 
ever, and in 1773 Lodis XV. ratified the 
concessions | dona wy his predecessor by 
means of a decree and reserved to the Fort 
Mardyck people the exclusive right of fieh- 
ing off Mardyck. The village and its royal 
arant of land have remained unaffected ‘b 
the numerous changes which have ocou 
in France tince Louis XIV, The actual 
organization ¢f the hamlet is worthy of a 

f description. - , 

The land, consisting, as stated above, of 
abont 300 acres, is divided inte two lots, 
one of which is let to agriculturista, the 
rent being ap ted to a fund estabhsh- 
ed for the payment of State taxes and for 
the distribution of relief to members of the 
community standing in need of assistatice, 
The remaining portion of the land is allott- 
ed to the inhabitants of Fort Mardyck, each 
une receiving at the time of his or her mar- 
riage about halt anacre. Under no cireum- 
stances may the Fort Mardyek native re- 
sign his ownership. . He may secure a ten- 
ant for his share of the land, but no further 
transfer is permitted, This rule, which ua- 
like others, is marked by no exceptions, 
has proved instramental in inducing the 
villagers to marry early in life. Their field 
invariably produces more vegetables than 
they require for their own maintenance, and 
they are therefore enabled to derive a 
fair profit from the sale of the extra supply. 
Morever, while her husband is away at sea 
the Fort Mardyck woman does not depead 
for her support on his wages. She is able 
to subsist on the produce of the land, and 
when the man returns his pay is intact. 

The Fort Mardyck sailor. very. soon 
manages to build his cottage, and when 

his is accomplished he is practically secure 
from want for life. Should he havé been 
unable to save enough money for his old 
age he is maintained by the commén fund, 
On visiting the village | called on the Mayor 
of this little republie, where political aguab- 
bles are unknown, and was supplied by 
this magistrate who isa stelwart sea Captain 
named Everart and a direct descendant of 
one of the founders of the golony, with the 
following information : 

** Our village now numbers one thousand 
seven hundred and six inhabitants. We 
manage our own aiairs and defray our own 
expenditures. We built our public school 
by subscription, and I am sure we never 
cost the State a sou. We marry early, and 
lead regular lives. Families of ten or twelve 
children are by no means rare and in a single 
ant I have registered as many as seven 

irths of twins. At this rate our population 
doubles in rity & fence I suppore that even- 
tually we shall be compelled to diminish our 
allotments, as we are hemmed in on all 
sides by the neighboring villages. Besides, 
lam sure the state will pot give us any 
more land.” 

** And what do you do with your pan- 
pers ?” I inquired, 

** We have no paupers,” said the Mayor. 
** Of course there are a few old people who 
are needy. But as they have their cottages 
and fields, a small subsidy from the common 
fund keeps them very comfortably. You see 
our people cannot sell their land, and «o, 
even if they are improvident, our rales pre- 
vent them from rushing to ruin,”

VARNS PROW THE FROSTY *F4 


Capt. Gatien of the Tramp Lanréstina Tells 
the Coolest. 


Capt. Gavin of the tramp steamship 
Laurestina, finished at New York, the othe: 
day, a mighty frosty voyage from Bremen 
and Shrel The Laurestina had moderate 
weather up to Friday, when a furious gale 
sprang up. She was then in the tulf 
Stream about sixty miles southeast, of Nan- 
tacket. The wied, which wae from the 
northwest, was accompanied by snow 
squalls, Here is where the extraordinary 
feature of Capt. Gavin's story comes in. 
The cdld was #0 intense that it froze his 
three compasses——a standard and two ateer- 
ing instraments. 

Capt. Gavin exhibited his three compass- 
e9 in the cabin of his vessel in proof of his 
story yesterday afternoon, Sure enough, 
the mixed alcohol and water of the two 
steering compasses was still congealed. 
That of the standard had melted a little. 
All three had been subjected to such heat 
as the cabin granted since the discovery of 
their polarizatiuon at midnight on Friday. 
The discovery was made by the chief officer, 


who ‘was naturally flab at 
the sight, for he didn’t know how 
he was going to navigate the vessel. He 


: reason to be, for the sky was 
overcast and there were no planeta visible 
to guide him. He told the pilot, who bad 
beef taken on board when the steamship 
waain the latitude of Halifax, and the pilot 
was also flabbergasted. A clear sky the 
following day and night solved the problem. 
The pilot and Capt. Gavin then knew from 
the-stars and sun which direction was west, 
and both were oonfident that if the vessel 
steamed in that direction she would some 
time hit the North American continent. 
Capt. Gavin aleo argued that he was going 
west as long ashe went against the wind. 
Their confidence was justified by the appear- 
ance of land on Sunday. 

Capt. Gavin declares the freezing of his 
compasses to be unprecedented in his exper- 
ience, and other sea Captains who were 
consulted bear him out in this. He says 
that all three compasses were put in order 
recently, and if they had not been repaired 
at different s he would have thought 
some one had put upajob on him. As it 
is, he thinks the alcohol must have been a 
trifle weak, for the thermometer showed 
that the cold was not below zero. 

The mixture in a regulation liquid com- 

is made of 35 parts alcohol and 65 parts 

istilled water, and is supposed to freeze at 
a'temperature of 10° belowzero. It prob- 
ably was pretty cold on the Laurestina, as 
there was nearly a foot of ice on her forward 
deck, = her rigging was a network of 
orystal.

ey were not even able to keep each other 
warm, as the wheel-barrows which were 
chained to them night and day prevented 
them, The only thing that the prison 
ted the condemned men was the com- 
passion of the women. Now, I saw what 
self-sacrifice a woman is capable of. One 
woman shared the weight of a comrade’s 
heavy wheelbarrow. She clung to the weak 
forsaken man,embraced him with her numb- 


her kisses and tears. A few hours ago she 
had been a pitiable beggar ; now she was a 
generous-souled princess.” : 

Once some of the prisoners tried to escape, 
Jakeakoff writes : 

“‘Baikaljeff informs me that several were 
preparing to flee and that he would go with 
them.

Prisoners who have lived many years in the 
mines relate that on such occasions all the 
guards get completely drunk, and that the 
mine is then generally unguarded.

Pepulation. 


The increase or decrease of population by 
naturai or artificial causes, and the distribu- 


tion of mankind over the different parts of | 


the globe, are the dominant factors of the 
history and condition of the human race. 
The rise and fall of nations and of empires, 
the progress or decline of civilization, and 
the domination of man over the uncultivated 


parts of the earth, are all due to the waves 


of population which are driven by various 
causes to new scenes of existence and new 
seats Of power. These tidal movements of 
humanity -have occurred over and_ over 
again at many periods of the world’s history, 
but with great irregularity. There have 
been times when the increase of population 
has been slow and it habits sedentary. 
There have been times when the whole 
hpman race seems to have been in motion, 
driven by some mysterious impulse to seck 
new lands to cultivate and new homes. 

{f the progress of population had been 
continueus from the remote periods of 
antiquity, it is evident that the numbers of 
mankind would te much greater than they 
are, and the globe would be already over- 
stocked with human beings. But other 
causes, not less mysterious in their opera- 
tion, have checked that progress. Many of 
the populous countries ‘Vande have 
become depopulated and apparently unable 
to support life. It is uncertain whether, 
at the present moment, the population of 
the globe ia greater than it was two or three 
thousand years ago. There is congestion in 
Europe, in India, and in China’; there are 
innumerable tribes in Central Africa on 
whom even the slave trade makes no per- 
ceptible impression, But the vast plains of 
Asia, which swarmed with men under the 
Assyrian, Babylonian, and Persian Empires, 
are deserted. The civilization of Europe is 
no longer threatened by the Eastern hordes 
which swept over the Roman Empire in the 
earlier centuries of the Christian era.

Napolcon’s Mother. 


Public attention does not seem to have 
been directed towards ‘Napoleon's mother 
until her son was proclaimed Emperor in 
1804, She then received the title of Mme- 
Mere, and an income of 1,000,000f. was set- 
tled upon her. And that she might have a 
position of political importance she’ was 
made Protectrice Generale of all the charita- 
ble institutions in France. Such an office ad- 
mirably suited her. She frequently solicited 
favours of her son for others, and was. happy 
whenever her exertions met with success. 

On one occasion, upon learning of the ar- 
reat of the Duc d’Enghien, she even threw 
herselfupon her knees before Napoleon, im- 
ploring mercy for the unfortunate Prince. 
in her tender anxiety she thus laid aside 
that habitual dignity which the following 
incident illustrates :—~Soon after Napoleon's 
assumption of the Imperial purple he chanc- 
ed to meet his mother in eigen of. St. 
Cloud. He was surrounded by courtiers, 
and half playfully held out his hard for ber 
to kias. ‘‘ Not so, my son,” she gravely 
replied, at the ‘same time presenting her 
hand in return: ‘it. is your duty to kiss 
the hand of her who gave you life.” 

After this, it seems a pity that truthful- 
ness must make us say thateven this great 
woman had one littleness, if we may call it 
so, of character. She evinced sometimes a 
resemblance to the brother whose parsimony 
her sons had resented in their childhood, by 
thowing a love of economizing, even upon 
trifling occasions. This proved a source of 
frequent amusement among the gay circles 
of Paris. The Emperor himself was some- 
times a little scandalized at her actions, al- 
though this did not hinder him from most 
highly respecting her character. 


To Ketaliate Against Canada, 


It is stated that President Benjamin Har- 
rison has taken another step towards the 
carrying out of his policy of retaliation. He 
has called apon the Executive Departments 
for such information as is in their possession 
relative to freight coming into the United 
States over the Canadian Pacific Railroad. 
Attention was directed to this subject by the 
President in his annual message to Congress, 
and since then the subject has been a live 
and interesting ne oin the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The alleged discrimination against 
United States railroads made by the law of 
their own country, or rather by its construe- 
tion, in the supposed favor of the Canadian 
Pacitic Railroad by means of the Consular 
seal system is the main cause of complaint 
at the U. S. Treasury Department, and it is 
contended that the traffic over the Canadian 
Pacific bas become so great that it is im- 
possible for United states Consuls to per- 
sonally perform the duties required of them 
ander the provisions of the Consular Seal 
law. A due regard for the revenue would 
warrant the suspension of section 3102 until 
such time as Congress makes provisions for 
its perfect enforcement. Should this be 
done it would, in the opinion of the Treas- 
ury Department official, Ry a stop to dis- 
crimination against United States railroads, 
as well as be a retaliatory measure 
against Canada for her conduct of unfriend- 
linces. Wherein we have been un- 
kind, except in defending our own inter- 
ests against trespass and violetion, is not 
stated, Butthe great rejected must have 
his revenge on some one and “ our north- 
ern neighbors,” as he pompously styles 
Canada, are the only available victims.

and perhaps rightly, thatthe many differ- 
ent national costumes which will worn 
at the show will make the task of the re- 
formers leas painful than it would be ander 
other circumstances. They will not be so 
conspicaous ; for in these days, when both 
men and women shrink from provoking 
observation by the strangeness of their at- 
tire in public places, it requires much moral 
courage to wear garments so different from 
the usuel. It is true that the variations 
of fashion in the dreas of women are violent 


if we compare one period with another only | he had 


few years removed. The close-fitting 
draperies of these days would have seemed 
ridiculous to the women who wore the crino- 
lines of a generation ago; but, as the change 
has taken place by slow stages, it has not 
attracted attention by its singularity. The

Hypootism consiate of two things : First, 
the induction of a chical ition, in 
which the subject's mind i made almost a 
blank aad is completely andet the operator's 
will : and secomd, the saggestions which the 
subject receives, These suggestions may be 
communicated to the eukject in different 
ways, the beat of which are by speech, a 
they are more concise and quickly rendered 
than suggestions made by motions and 
other methods, ‘ 
The subjcet’s susceptibility to aa eestion 
while in the hypnotic state is enormonaly 
increased, and hie ability to aet upon those 
suggestions is controlled entirely by the 
operator 
It isa common but erroneous idea that 
there are seven ‘“degrees” or “stages” of 
hypnotism, supposed to range from a mild 
peaceful slumber to a state where the anb- 
ject is completely inseasible, Charcot, the 
eminent French theorist and experimenter, 
claims that thefe are as many aa nine de- 
grees, but if this ia teue, I have been unable 
to distinguish the difference between them. 
During the past week my subject waa a 
young lady, 18 years old, and fairly intel- 
ligent ; in three daya I subjected her to the 
process of hypnosia seven different times, 
and fromthe most careful experiments, in 
conjunction with Dr, Charles Morell, we 
found the first degree ot hypnotiam consist. 
ed simply of a mild slumber together with 
the loss of anght. The loss of the sense of 
taste soon followed, and quickly after that 
the sense of emell departed ; then the sense 
vf touch, and last of all the sense of hear- 
ing. 

The third stage of hypnotiam, according 
to Binet and Fera, is that of catalepay, in 
which the subject becomes perfectly rigid, 
and remains in that condition for any length 
of time. J] have found that the subject haa 
a tendency to sa#sume the condition of catal- 
epsy, and that it can be induced between 
any of the stages before mentioned, i.v., 
that the subject becomes, according to my 
will, lethargic or rigid between the loss of 
ae | of the two senses, 

have stated that the optic nerve is the 
first to lose its power under hypnosis, but « 
curious effect was noticeable before the sub- 
ject lost all control of sight, While the eyes 
were still half open a bright red handker- 
chief was held before them in the line of vi- 
sion, and at a distance of about fourteen 
inches, When asked its color, the subject 
pronounced it blue, the contrasting color of 
red. Again, a blue ‘kerchief was declared 
to be orange, and a yellow one blue, and #0 
on, each color being called by its comple- 
mentary color, During this trial it was 
thought that perhaps the subject was color 
blind, bat this was found to be incorrect, ae 
the subject defined all of the colors accur- 
ately while in full possession of the senses, 

As the eye became devoid of the power of 
sight a twenty-candle power incandescent 
electric lamp, with reflector, was set before 
the subject at a distance of ten inches. This 
bright light failed to contract or expand the 
pupils in the slightest degree. 

After this I commanded the subject to 
become rigid, when this state was imuiedi- 
ately effected. After releasing her trom thia 
stage she resumed the first degree) | This 
was. proven by a bottle of the strangest 
ammonia held directly to the nostrils and 
the subject commanded to inhale it. This 
test failed, but a candle and potato were 
ecnsumed without reluctance , illustratin

sight,

ammonia was again introduced, while it 
was suggested that the “ perfume” was ex- 
quisite. As the snbject inhaled the famea 
of the ammonia a emile of pleasure played 
about her lips, the mere suggestion of per- 
fue prodacing the result as before stated.

Were 
hostilities declared when the snow lay deep 
on the ground, the Canadians could move 
into formidable offensivenesa with sach 
promptness as to be strongly intrenched in 
strategic positions before the American 
forces could be advanced to the bordera. 

Comparatively few Americans along the 
northern border are accustomed te suow- 
shoes, and in the military service auch a 
thing as snowshoe practice is unknown. Cap- 
tain Sharp proposes that this practice be 
adopted as a means to our protection en the 
north against a possible foe that has learned 
to mass its forces at a given point despite 
the depth of the intervening snow. 

The idea is hot to be scoffed at. It sug- 
gests a mode of warfare that we may be 
called upon te encounter, and the great 
thing ina nation’s defense is eternal pre- 
paredness in every direction from which as- 
sault is to be feared. Moreover, the manu- 
facture of snowshoes for army use would 
establish a new industry that might employ 
& goodly number of workmen.

The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission reported that 
during the year ending June 30, 1891, the 
number of ngers and employees killed 
on railroads aggregated 2953, and that 
33,881 persons had been injured. The num- 
ber of passengers carried that year was 
531,183,988, and the number of railroad 
employees was 784,285. What percentage 

e ocean travel is of the land travel in 
this country it is impossible to tell, but it 
is not probable that there has been a loss 
f 3000 lives by the steamships that crosso 
the Atlantic in the last thirty years. 
Taking all the circumstances into conasid- 
eration, the constant inspection of railroad 
tracks, the invention of life-saving ap- 
pliances, the ability to receive quick help 
when an accident occurs, and the conclus- 
ion is inevitable that travel on land to-day 
is attended with more perils than travel! 
on the ocean. And yet thousands of people 
every day take passage on the steam cars 
without thought of danyer, while the 
prospects of an ocean voyage awakens in 
many only thoughts of peril. The arrival 
of a thousand train loads of passengers at 
the Broad Street Station is looked upon as 
& matter of course, but the safe arrival of 
a steamship a little overdue is regarded as 
almost a miracle. It is nearly twenty-five 
years since the City of Boston went down 
at sea and left no one to tell the story of 
the loss. The repetition of such a disaster, 
it is to be hoped, has-been made impossible 
by modern skill and invention. The events 
of the last two weeks, at least, strengthen 
the hope that a reasonable ceriainty of 
safety at sea has been reached.

widely-different sources. The similarity of 
the statistics thus obtained is remarkable,

namely, Church of England clergy, Noncon- 
formiat clergy, and Roman Catholic clergy. 
One thousand cases investigated in each of 
these sections shows the death rate to be 
lowest in the Church of England clergy, 
where the average is 10.2, and highest in 
the Roman Catholic clergy, where the aver- 
age is 15.7, These figures suggest an inter- 
eating contribution to the study of celibacy 
in its relation to the mortality rate. 

The value of ont-door exercise, with 
abundance of fresh air and a clear con- 
science, is amply set forth in a comprehen- 
sive table showing the number per 100 of 
the various occupations that attain the “ge 
of 70 or more, Again the clergy tops the 
list, with 42 out of 100 who attain the age 
of 70, while the farmers come next with 40, 
and the other occupations in the follewing 
order : Commercial men, (drummers,) 35; 
military men, 33; lawyers, 29; artists, 28 ; 
teachers, 27, and physicians, 24. 

The apparently anomalous feature of 
these figures is thet the military men,

The Lake is in the district of Obock, Kast 
Africa, only a few more miles from the head 
ofthe Bay of Tadjourah. The gentleman

Spraying Trees. 

An act was passed at the last srasion of 
the Ontario Legislators in reference to bees 
and spraying fruit trees, The Act sates 
that mo persons, in spraying of springing 
frait trees daring the period within which 
wach trees ere in full bloom shall ase, or 
cause to be used, any mixture containing 
Paria green or any other poisonous substance 
injurious to bees. This act came in force 
this January. 
Cleaning Tinware, 

For cleaning tinware there is nothing bet- 
ter than dry flour, epplied with a newspaper’. 
After being thoroughly washed in very hot 
soap euda and wiped dry, tin yossels should 
be set on the top of the stove for a few 
moments and then vigorously scoured for a 
few minates with the dry flour rabbed on 
with a wad of newspaper crumpled and soft- 
ened. In this way tinware may be kept free 
from rust and almost as bright and glisten- 
ing aa silver, care being taken that it is 
never pat away damp and that itis kept in 
a dry place.

One of their own 
papers recently referred to some itema of 
expense which are not used in the compari- 
son spoken ot. This paper says :—Ie it not 
a little strange that when our t etatis- 
ticians take slate and pencil to figure up the 
coet of government, they never take into 
the account the expense of the elections ? 
The country has lately gone through its 
great presidental canvass. How much did 
itcost? The little itemsare the ex of 
printing ballots and the time and labor of 
the men who sit behind the rail and receive 
the ballots; but these expenditures must 
foot up, for the whole country, many mil- 
lions of dollars. Legitimate ex of 
oe partics would amount to other mil- 
ions—juat how many no man could guess, . 
Enormous bills were necessarily incurred for + 
printing, for postage, forthe rentof hrlls, for 
the travelling expenses of delegates to con- 
ventions and of stumpspeakers, for the equip- 
ment of political clubs with uniforms and 
torches, and for other purposes somewhat 
similar.
